Senate Commission May Visit Island to 
investigate—Teller Scores Ad- 
ministration’s Attitude.

WASHINGTON, March 14.—There 1s 
more interest around the Senate just now 
in the way in which the Santo Domingo 
treaty may be defeated than there is in 
the prospect that it will be ratified.

PARIS, March 14.—The reported action

The Foreign Office to-day received a 
| dispatch from Caracas indicating that the 
| Situation in regard to the cable company 
is strained, with the possibility that rad- 
ical action may be _ taken. However, 
neither the Foreign Office nor the com- 
| pany was advised up to to-night that the 
| concession had been annulled or that the 
icables had been cut, and consequently 
they ‘were not prepared to say what 
| would be done if the cables were cut or 
other summary action adopted, except 
| that energetic steps would be taken. It is 
| the official view that the company has 
|}carefully observed every rule of neu- 
trality. 
The French Cable Company informed 
|The Associated Press that the reports 
concerning the cutting of the local cables 
at La Guayra were not yet confirmed by 
iits Caracas office. It was possible that 
President Castro had taken that step to 
|prevent outlying bodies of insurgents 
from getting into communication. 

The statement that President Castro 
had ordered the court to annul the con- 
cession and seize the property, the com- 
|pany added, was premature. Judgment 
had not yet been delivered. Should sach 
an event take place the company would 
|take the necessary measures to defend 
its interests. 

The company, it was declared, had al- 
ways maintained a position of legality 
and could not see any reason for Presi- 
dent Castro’s alleged action. The cables 
between Europe and Caracas were at 
present working satisfactorily. The sit- 
uation, it was said, was a delicate one, 
and the officials were inclined to refrain 
from comment, not desiring to complicate 
matters.

Employes of Tack Plant Taken Out in 
a Panic. 


CHICAGO, March 14.—Fire which started 
to-day in the printing and box department 
of the Grand Crossing Tack Company's 
plant, at Seventy-ninth Street and South 
Chicago Avenue, caused a-loss estimated 
at $500,000, fully insured. After the print- 
fing and box department, the firemen 
thought the blaze would not spread fur- 
ther, but upon the collapse of the walls 
and roof the fire spread quickly to two 
adjoining portions of the big plant. These 
sections, containing valuable machinery, 
Wwere practically destroyed. 

The entire plant, valued at $1,000,000, 
employed 800 persons, many of them wo- 
men and children.

BONNER TALKS OF FIRE PERIL. 


Draperies and Furniture the Source of 
Danger in Theatres and Fine Houses. 


Ex-Fire Chief Hugh Bonner talked to 
the Woman’s Municipal League yesterday 


| morning. 


“The Building and Fire Departments 
are directly regponsible if the conditions 
of the theatres are not what the law 
quires of them,”’ said Mr. Bonner, “ but 
at best there is always more or less 
danger. Your new theatres are called 
fire-proof, and they are before they are 


re- 


| furnished, but when you put in ceilings, 


hangings, and seats, there is material 
that will burn to ashes in case of fire. 
It would be nip and tuck as to which 
would come out ahead, the audience or 
the flames, in case of fire In any of the 
New York theatres built before 1894. 
It is the same with your modern palaces, 
beautiful houses in the city and coun- 
try, and tall apartment houses. The min- 
ute you put in the draperies and furnituro 
you put in inflammable material.’ 
Electric wires caused 25 per cent. of 
the fires when they were first put in, he

**T don’t agree with you,’’ she said, de-

‘“‘and I would also turn it off in an elec- 
tric storm.” 

In answer to another question, he told 
the league that the danger from fire in a 
tall apartment house was in the elevator 
shafts and stairways, which unfortunate- 
ly are placed side by side. If the door 
is closed in the room in which the fire 
starts and the windows opened, there may 
be little danger. Otherwise the fire runs 
up the shaft, and then he added: ‘‘ The 
upper floor people will walk pretty fast 
if they get out.” 

The women wished a list of the unsafe 
theatres, but Mr. Bonner replied that 
experts disagreed on that question.
